HENDERSON’S  SPECIAL  PEAR— When 
do  pears  bear?  If  you  plant  this  one  you 
can  say  now.  Fully  one  half  of  the  one- 
year,  2  to  5  foot  trees  in  the  nursery  rows 
bore  big  fine  crisp  yellow  pears  this  year. 
If  you  prefer,  say  “send  me  trees  that  had 
pears”  and  you  can  see  where  they  were 
pulled  off.  The  quality  is  good.  Ripe  last 
of  August  and  September.  It  has  been  ab¬ 
solutely  proof  against  blight.  New  fruits 
with  not  half  the  merit  of  this  usually  sell 
for  high  prices. 
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KEIFFER  —  Everybody’s  pear.  Very 
large,  yellow  flesh,  brittle,  juicy  with  a 
marked  aroma;  tree  very  vigorous  and  pro¬ 
lific;  bears  young,  so  far  has  proved  to  re¬ 
sist  blight  or  other  diseases  better  than  any 
other  pear.

Price,  medium  size,  heavily  rooted  trees,

This  much  neglected  fruit  should  find  a 
place  in  every  orchard.  In  the  north  half 
of  the  State  and  adjoining  states,  plant 
Celestial.  Farther  south  Magnolia  is  the 
variety  to  plant.  Even  this  variety  may  be 
planted  with  profit  where  it  freezes  down 
for  it  will  sprout  from  the  roots  and  bear 
the  same  season. 

The  Magnolia  figs  really  bear  large,  lus¬ 
cious,  ripe  figs  the  first  year.  I  have  gath¬ 
ered  them  by  the  water  bucket  full  off  the 
bushes  eight  months  old  in  the  nursery  row. 

CELESTIAL  — -Medium  to  small,  im¬ 
mense  bearer;  purple,  the  sweetest,  most  de¬ 
licious  and  hardiest  of  all  figs. 

MAGNOLIA  —  Fruit  very  large,  yellow¬ 
ish  white  with  purple  netting.  Good  qual¬ 
ity,  prolific. 

GREEN  ISCHIA  —  Light,  transparent 
green;  flesh  white,  shading  to  crimson 
around  the  seed;  best  very  late  fig;  comes 
into  bearing  early  and  is  very  prolific.

The  State  Department  of  Agriculture  has 
a  move  on  foot  to  protect  pecan  growers 
against  trees  that  are  not  suited  to  the 
Southwest.  We  can  subscribe  to  every  re¬ 
quirement  of  the  department  as  we  grow 
all  the  trees  we  sell  here  in  our  nursery 
from  native  seedlings  grown  from  seed  col¬ 
lected  on  the  water  shed  of  the  Trinity 
River.
